Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  for  your  consideration  my 
Report  for  the  year  1913. 

The  area  of  the  District  is  30,292  acres. 

The  population  is  5,872. 

BIRTH-RATE. 

The  births  registered  are  103,  57  males  and  46  females;  4 
males  and  3 females  are  illegitimate.  The  birth-rate  is  1775;  in 
1912  it  was  19  ‘9.  The  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  23  *9; 
less  the  241  towns  it  is  22  ‘2. 


DEATH-RATE. 

The  deaths  registered  are  66,  29  males  and  37  females.  The 
deaths  of  illegitimate  children  are  those  of  3 females  and  1 male. 

The  death-rate  is  11  ‘o  per  1,000;  in  1912  it  was  13  *7.  The 
standardized  death-rate  is  10  -o.  Deducting  the  deaths  in  the 
City  Asylum  and  non-residents,  and  adding  the  deaths  of  residents 
who  have  died  outside  the  District,  we  get  a total  of  54  and  a rate 
of  10  ’8.  In  1912  the  rate  was  12  • 2.  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  for  1913  is  13  '7;  less  the  241  towns,  13  *i. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  per  1,000  births  registered  is  66; 
in  1912  it  was  119,  giving  a rate  of  1 ‘i  against  2 ’2  in  1912.  The 
infantile  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  109;  less  the 
241  towns  it  is  96.  The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  -5. 


CAUSES  OF  DEATH  DURING  THE 
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There  were  54  deaths  as  lollows  (these. do  not  include  deaths 
in  the  City  Asylum  or  non-residents,  but  include  deaths  of  residents 
beyond  the  District): — Diphtheria,  3 ; Phthisis,  1;  other  Tuber- 
cular Diseases,  t;  Cancer,  7;  Heart  Disease,  6;  Bronchitis,  1; 
Pneumonia,  5 ; Diarrhoea,  1 ; Appendicitis  and  Typhlitis,  2 ; 
Nephritis  and  Bright’s  Disease,  1;  Premature  Births,  etc.,  2; 
Violent  Deaths,  4;  other  defined  diseases,  4;  all  other  diseases,  16. 


CASES  OF  SICKNESS  REPORTED  UNDER  NOTIFICA- 
TION OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  ACT. 


There  are  36  cases.  In  1912  there  were  28.  Diphtheria,  26; 
Scarlet  Fever,  5;  Tuberculosis,  5.  No  cases  of  Enteric  Fever 
were  notified.  In  1912  we  had  6,  whilst  in  191  1 we  had  8. 

Diphtheria  (26  cases  against  5 in  1912). — The  village  of 
Heslington  has  been  the  chief  centre  of  the  disease,  14  cases 
occurring  there;  then  Wheldrake  with  6,  Fulford  and  Dunnington 
being  equal  with  3 each.  The  disease  has  been  largely  confined 
to  children,  22  being  affected.  It  has  been  variable  in  character, 
in  some  instances  exceedingly  severe,  in  others  mild.  It  was 
most  prevalent  during  the  months  of  October  and  November,  all 
the  Heslington  cases  occurring  during  that  period.  The  school 
was  closed  from  October  27th  to  November  24th.  'There  were 
3 deaths.  The  epidemic  at  Heslington  was  traceable  to  some 
children  from  a house,  in  a thickly-populated  row  of  cottages, 
attending  school  whilst  suffering  from  the  disease.  The  mother 
thought  they  had  merely  sore  throats,  and  consequently  had 
not  had  a doctor.  On  my  visit  I found  the  mother  ill  in  bed  with 
Diphtheria.  I was  unable  to  trace  the  cause  of  the  outbreak  in 
this  family,  but  it  was  evident  that  the  cases  at  school  were  in- 
fected from  this  source.  Through  the  advice  and  assistance  of 
Dr.  Mitchell  Wilson,  the  medical  men  in  attendance  were  at  once 
supplied  with  a number  of  swabs.  They  were  advised  not  only 
to  use  them  lor  the  throat  and  nose  of  those  suffering  from  the 
disease,  and  of  those  with  sore  throat,  but  those  also  who  had 
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been  in  contact  with  them,  so  that,  if  possible,  no  danger  of  in- 
fection should  be  overlooked.  When  possible  and  advisable  all 
cases  were  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital.  A supply  of  Antitoxin 
was  given  to  the  medical  men.  By  means  of  these  precautions, 
which  were,  with  few  exceptions,  faithfully  carried  out  by  all 
concerned,  what  might  have  been  a severe  and  extensive 
epidemic  was  speedily  cut  short.  The  school  was  thoroughly 
stoved  and  disinfected,  as  also  was  the  Wheldrake  School.  1 he 
origin  of  the  Wheldrake  epidemic  was  indefinite,  but,  I think, 
the  disease  was  imported  from  York  and  then  spread  in  some 
mysterious  and  unaccountable  way.  The  cases  at  Dunnington 
and  Fulford  need  no  special  comment.  All  the  infected  houses 
and  any  suspicious  ones  were  visited  by  your  Officers,  and  the 
greatest  care  was  always  taken  by  your  Inspector  as  to  the  dis- 
infection of  the  houses.  In  all  cases  Formalin  was  used  in  the 
Alformant  A Apparatus  in  place  of  sulphur.  The  infected 
bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  wTas  removed  tO'  the  York  Disinfector  for 
purification. 

Scarlet  Fever  (5  cases). — On  January  nth  a girl,  14  years 
of  age,  was  notified  from  Fulford.  I could  trace  no  definite 
history  as  to  the  origin  of  the  Fever.  The  case  was  removed  to 
the  Fever  Hospital.  On  March  13th  a boy,  6 years  of  age,  was 
reported  from  Lingcroft.  He  was  at  school  in  York  and  con- 
tracted the  Fever  there.  I informed  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  the  City  of  this  fact.  The  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  were  mild 
cases  at  West  Cottingwith.  They  were  removed  to  the  Fever 
Hospital.  The  history  as  to  the  cause  of  the  outbreak  was  in- 
definite, but  probably  had  been  imported. 

Tuberculosis  (5  cases). — One  was  that  of  a baby  from 
Wheldrake,  which  was  being  treated  in  the  York  County  Hospital. 
Two  were  reported  by  the  Medical  Inspector  of  School  Children ; 
these  are  having  proper  attention.  The  two  other  cases  were  noti- 
fied from  the  East  Riding  Asylum,  where  they  had  been  patients 
for  a number  of  years,  but  were  formerly  residents  in  the  Escrick 
Rural  District. 
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HE  ROUTINE  TREATMENT  OF  CASES  REPORTED 
UNDER  THE  NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES  ACT. 


As  far  as  possible,  and  unless  there  are  special  circumstances 
prevailing",  cases  are  removed  to  the  \ ork  Fever  Hospital  as  they 
occur.  The  rooms,  and,  when  necessary,  schools,  are  thoroughly 
stored  with  Formalin  by  means  of  the  Alformant  A Apparatus. 
The  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  are  removed,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Inspector  to  the  York  Disinfecting  Station  lor  the  requisite 
purification,  and  swabs  and  pathological  specimens  are  sent  to 
the  Clinical  Research  Association  for  examination.  Antitoxin  is 
supplied  free  on  request  to  the  medical  men,  and,  when  necessary, 
children  are  excluded  from  school,  or  the  schools  are  closed  to 
prevent  extension  of  infectious  diseases. 


PUBLIC  SCAVENGING. 

The  Council  have  wisely  adopted  Public  Scavenging  for  the 
villages  of  Dunnington,  Elvington,  Wheldrake,  Fulford,  and 
Heslington.  If  this  is  sanctioned  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
it  will  be  of  untold  value  to  the  health  of  the  inhabitants.  If  the 
members  of  the  Council  would  visit  and  examine  the  number  of 
neglected  and  insanitary  ashpits  and  privies  that  are  to  be  seen 
in  the  District,  they  would  not,  I think,  hesitate  to  adopt  Public 
Scavenging  throughout  their  District.  On  the  26th  of  July,  Dr. 
Mitchell  Wilson  very  kindly  came  over  and  gave  his  views  to  the 
Council  on  the  advantages  of  Public  Scavenging ; those  views 
coincided  entirely  with  my  own. 


WATER  SUPPLY  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

An  agreement  with  the  Flaxton  District  Council  as  to  ex- 
tending the  York  water  to  supply  their  own  villages  of  Murton 
and  Osbaldwick,  and  thence  to  Dunnington,  has  not  as  yet  been 
•arrived  at.  I hope,  however,  that  during  the  coming  year  satis- 
factory progress  will  be  made  in  this  direction.  Should  the  agree- 
ment be  successful,  then  I hope  it  will  be  the  forerunner  of  a 
wholesome  and  efficient  water  supply  to  the  whole  District.  One 


has  only  to  refer  to  the  Reports  of  Dr.  Mitchell  W ilson  and  Mr. 
Fairley,  the  Public  Analyst,  issued  in  1903,  to  see  the  unsatisfac- 
tory condition  of  the  water  supply  in  your  villages. 

DAI  RI  FS,  COWSHEDS,  &c. 

These  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspector,  who  has 
paid  24  visits  to  them  during  the  year.  He  finds  some  of  the  cow- 
sheds deficient  in  light  and  ventilation,  otherwise  they  are  fairly 
satisfactory.  The  Tuberculosis  in  Cattle  Order  came  into  force 
in  May,  1913-  Under  this  Order  several  cattle  have  been 
slaughtered. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

During  the  year  repeated  inspections  have  been  made  by 
Mr.  Leckenby ; no  defects  were  found. 

I N F A N T I L E M O RT  A PITY. 

I am  glad  to  note  a marked  improvement  on  the  rate  of  last 
year.  We  then  had  119  deaths  per  1,000  births  registered,  or 
a rate  of  2 *2.  This  year  we  have  66  deaths  and  a rate  of  1 *i. 
I should  recommend  Dr.  Mitchell  Wilson’s  pamphlet  on  the 
“ Rearing  and  Feeding  of  Infants  ” to  be  distributed  again  this 
year. 

During  the  year  a circular  on  Summer  Diarrhoea  and  its  pre- 
vention was  distributed  throughout  the  District. 

HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT. 

Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  the  appended  Tables. 

Mr.  H.  A.  Chapman,  an  Inspector  from  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  visited  the  District  during  the  summer.  The  follow- 
ing Report,  dated  October  16th,  is  given  us  as  a result  of  that 
visit.

NT  BOARD  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 


Local  Government  Board, 

Whitehall,  S.W., 

16th  October,  1913. 

Sir, 

I am  directed  by  the  Local  Government  Board  to  state  that 
they  have  had  under  consideration  the  Report  made  by  their 
Inspector,  Mr.  H.  A.  Chapman,  after  his  recent  visit  for  the  pur- 
pose of  investigating"  the  housing  conditions  of  the  Rural  District 
of  Escrick. 

The  Inspector  reports  that  the  housing  conditions  in  most  of 
the  Parishes  in  the  District  are  very  unsatisfactory,  the  chief  de- 
fects prevalent  being  dampness  arising  from  the  absence  of  damp- 
proof  courses,  and  from  the  lack  of  proper  surface  drainage  and 
eaves  guttering,  the  insanitary  state  of  privies  and  yards,  and 
the  insufficiency  of  bedroom  accommodation.  Lie  states  that  the 
bedrooms  are  in  many  cases  badly  lighted  and  ventilated,  the 
windows  being  placed  too  near  the  floor  line  and  sometimes  not 
opening  at  the  top. 

He  states  that  a number  of  the  cottages  in  the  Parishes  of 
Dunnington,  Elvington,  Heslington,  Naburn,  Stillingfleet-with- 
Moreby,  Water  Fulford,  and  Wheldrake,  are  in  such  a state  that 
they  are  probably  beyond  remedy,  and  that  there  are  no  vacant 
cottages  available  for  persons  who  might  be  displaced  as  a result 
of  Closing  Orders. 

In  these  circumstances,  it  appears  to  the  Board  that  the  pro- 
vision of  some  new  cottages  in  each  of  these  Parishes  is  urgently 
needed,  and  as  it  does  not  appear  that  the  need  will  be  met  by 
private  enterprise,  they  think  that  the  Council  should  at  once  pro- 
ceed to  prepare  and  submit  suitable  schemes  for  the  erection  of 
houses  under  Part  III  of  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes 
Act,  1890. 
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The  Board  are  advised  that  at  the  present  time  probably 
8 additional  working-class  dwellings  are  required  in  the  Parish 
of  Dunnington,  and  6 in  each  of  the  Parishes  of  Heslington, 
Xaburn,  Water  Fulford,  and  Wheldrake.  The  houses  should 
have  not  less  than  three  bedrooms,  and  should  be  provided  with 
a fair-sized  garden.  In  this  connection,  I am  to  forward  lor  the 
information  of  the  Council  a Memorandum  and  Form  of  Balance 
Sheet,  showing  the  information  and  particulars  with  which  the 
Board  require  to  be  furnished  in  connection  with  an  application 
for  sanction  to  a loan  for  the  purposes  of  Part  III  of  the  Act  of 
1890.  A Memorandum  with  respect  to  the  provision  and  arrange- 
ment ol  dwellings  is  also  enclosed. 

As  regards  the  defects  in  existing  houses,  the  Board  under- 
stand that,  although  as  the  result  of  the  inspection  carried  out 
under  Section  17  (1)  of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc.,  Act, 
1909,  and  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations,  1910, 
140  houses  had  been  reported  to  the  Council  as  defective,  the 
Council,  up  till  a recent  date,  neglected  to  take  any  steps  to 
secure  the  necessary  repairs  and  improvements.  The  Board 
trust  that  the  Council  will  now  give  their  earnest  attention  to  the 
matter,  and  will,  wherever  necessary,  make  a prompt  use  of  their 
statutory  powers  for  enforcing  the  closing  or  repair  of  insanitary 
and  defective  houses.  In  this  connection,  I am  to  remind  the 
Council  of  the  requirements  of  Article  IV  of  the  Housing  (Inspec- 
tion of  District)  Regulations,  1910. 

The  Board  understand  further  that  there  are  no  building  bye- 
laws in  force  in  the  District.  It  is,  of  course,  very  desirable  that 
adequate  control  should  be  exercised  by  the  Council  over  the 
erection  of  buildings,  especially  for  the  purposes  of  health,  and 
they  suggest  that  the  Council  should  cause  a suitable  series  of 
building  byelaws  to  be  drafted  and  submitted  for  their  approval. 
Copies  of  the  Board’s  model  series  of  bye-laws  with  respect  to 
new  buildings,  and  certain  matters  in  connection  with  buildings, 
which  regulates  the  construction  of  buildings  for  purposes  of 
health  only,  and  was  prepared  for  the  use  of  Rural  District 
Councils  proposing  to  make  bye-laws  on  the  subject,  are  enclosed 
herewith  for  the  Council’s  use,  together  with  a memorandum  con- 
taining instructions  as  to  submitting  draft  bye-laws  to  the  Board. 
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1 am,  however,  to  explain  that  the  Council  are  not  at  present- 
empowered  fo'  make  these  bye-laws.  The  necessary  powers  are 
contained  in  Sub-section  (3)  of  Section  23  of  the  Public  Health 
Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890,  and  this  enactment  may  be  put  in 
force  either  by  adoption  of  SO'  much  of  Part  III  of  the  Act  as  is 
applicable  to  a Rural  District  Council  or  by  an  Order  of  the  Board. 

If  the  Council  adopt  Part  III,  I am  to  request  that  a copy  of 
the  resolution  of  the  Council  on  the  subject  may  be  forwarded  tO' 
the  Board,  together  with  a copy  of  the  newspaper  containing  the 
first  advertisement  of  the  resolution  as  required  by  Sub-section 
(4)  of  Section  3 of  the  Act. 

If,  however,  the  Council  decide  to  make  an  application  to 
the  Board  for  an  Order,  the  instructions  in  paragraph  7 of  the 
prefatory  memorandum  to  the  octave  edition  of  the  model  bye- 
laws enclosed  should  be  followed,  and  the  Board  suggest  that  the 
Council’s  application  should  extend  to  Sections  25  and  33  of  the 
Act. 

1 am  to  request  that  this  letter  may  be  brought  before  the 
Council  at  an  early  date,  and  that  the  Board  may  be  informed  of 
the  result  of  the  Council’s  consideration  of  the  matters  referred 
to.

I have  resigned  my  appointment  as  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 
The  Council  has  dismissed  me  as  Highway  Surveyor,  after  having 
served  them  for  15  years.  I have  carried  out  the  inspection  under 
the  Housing  Act  for  two  years  without  receiving  from  them  one 
penny  for  all  the  extra  work  done,  and  the  salary  of  4(40  per  vear 
is  totally  inadequate  for  a man  to  live  on,  or  for  the.  amount  of 
work  required  to  be  done. 

If  the  Council  does  not  intend  to  carry  out  the  duties  of  the 
Housing  Act  until  the  whole  District  is  inspected,  a full-time 
officer  should  be  appointed  and  the  work  carried  out  as  soon  as 
possible.
